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ABSTRACT 

This report presents final data on public elementary 
and secondary school revenues, expenditures, average daily 
attendance, and student membership for the 1984-85 fiscal year. It 
includes revenues by local, State, intermediate, and Federal sources 
and current expenditures by the categories of instruction, support 
service, and noninstructional services. Average daily attendance and 
student membership are shown as reported by the State education 
agencies from their administrative records. Financial figures for 50 
states and the District of Columbia are listed in charts displaying 
their revenue sources, distribution by source, expenditures by 
function, and per pupil expenditure. (JD) 
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Highlight! 

Total revenue* from all sources for fiscal year 1985 exceeded $137 billion (table 1 
snd figure 1). Approximately one-half (485 percent) of the revenues for education came 
from State sources, 44.4 percent from local and intermediate sources, and 6.6 percent 
from Federal sources* 

• Local revenues tanged from a k/wot 123 percent of total revenues for New Mexico 
to a high of 90.1 percent for New Hampshire (table 2). (Excludes data for Hawaii.) 

• State revenues ranged from a low of 5 percent of total revenues for New Hampshire 
to a Ugh of 75 percent for New Mexico. (Excludes data for Hawaii and the District 
of Columbia.) 

• Federal revenues ranged from a low of 3 J percent of total revenues for Wyoming to 
a high of 16.5 percent for Mississippi. 

Nationally, 60.9 percent of total anient expenditures for fiscal year 1985 were for in- 
struction (table 4 and figure 2). Nationally, 35.6 percent of total current expenditures 
were for support services and 3.6 percent were for noninstructional functions. 

• Instructional expenditures ranged from a low of 52 percent of total current expendi- 
tures for Washington to a high of 718 percent for Kentucky . 

• Support services expenditures ranged from a low of 22.1 percent of total current ex- 
penditures for Kentucky to a high of 44.6 percent for Washington. 

• Noninstructional expenditures ranged from a low of 1 J percent of total current ex- 
penditures for Nevada to a high of 7 J percent for Louisiana. 

Per pupil expenditures, by average daily atte n da n ce, ranged from a high of $5,492 in 
New York to a low of $2^20 in Utah (excludes Alaska). In terms of fall 1984 student 
membership, per pupil expenditures ranged from a high of S4J93 in New York to a low 
of $2,066 in Visit (excludes Alaska). 
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Public Elementary and Secondary School Revenues and Current Expenditures

This report presents finni data on public elementary and secondnry school revenues, 
expenditures, average daily attendance, and student membership for the 1984-85 fiscal 
yean It Includes revenues by local, State, intermediate, and Federal sources, and 
current expenditures by the categories of instruction, support services, and 
nonfnstrnctlonal services.

Methodology 

Data on public school revenues, current expenditures, and ADA were provided through 
the Common Core of Data (CCD) survey, Revennes and Current Expenditures for Public 
Elementary and Secondary Education, Fiscal Year 1985. For purposes of this report, the 
fiscal year if the 12-month period beginning July 1, 1984 and ending June 30, 1985. The 
CCD surveys are an annual collection of basic Information on the universe of public 
elementary and secondary schools in this country. The surveys are conducted by the 
Center for Education Statistics (CES) with the assistance of the State education agencies 
(SEAs) In the 50 States, the District of Columbia, and the outlying areas under U.S. 
jurisdiction. Data from the outlying areas are not Included In this report, but are 
available upon request The data are derived from the administrative and fiscal records 
In each State. 

These data, due to CES on March 15, 1986 after the close of the 1985 fiscal year, 
wire edited by the States and CES, reported in several reports and bulletins, and used to 
calculate allocations for Federal programs, including the Education Consolidation and 
Improvement Act of 1981 (ECIA) Chapter 1. Upon receiving the fiscal survey from each 
State, CES edits the data using a computer edit procedure to check for Internal and 
longitudinal consistency. Questionable entries are returned to the SEA for verification 
or correction before puollcatlon. Revisions to the final school revenue and current 
expenditure data were accepted through July 1987. No further revisions to State fiscal 
data will be entered into the official CES flies for fiscal year 1985. 

Comparability 

In compiling these data from fiscal and administrative record systems, each SEA 
obtains fiscal and attendance data from the local education agencies (LEAs) that operate 
public schools. Since each SEA uses various collection methodologies to obtain these 



date, aad States ase varloas accoaatiag procedares, re teases aad expeaditares say aot be 
comparable amoag States. CES attempts to standardly State reports by defiling revenue 
aad expeiditare items that shoald be lacladed, by soarce. CES Is eagaged ia aa extensive 
redesign of the fiscal data collection to easare f stsrt comparability of reveaae aad 
expeaditare reports. Uader Chapter 1 of the Edacatioa Coasolidatioa aad Improvement Act 
of 19S1 (P.L. 97-35), States are to provide average daily atteadaace la accordaace with 
State law; however, CES provides a deflaitloa for States to ase la the abseace of State 
law. Siace some States ase the CES deflaitloa aad others ase their State deflaitloa, the 
data oa average daily atteadaace are aot completely comparable across States. As a 
resalt, the expeaditare per papil ia atteadaace f igare may aot be comparable.

CES deflaes expeaditares accordiag to the Flaaaclal Accoaatiag for Lara I sad State 
School SntOM ClttffiL iocoaj revision, cemmoaly called Ha ad book II. The followiag 
deflaltloas from the accoaatiag haadbook are ased la this report.

Csrreat expeaditares for laitrrHoa laclade expeaditares made for activities dealing 
directly with lateractloa betweea teachers aad stadeat* (school classroom, home or 
hospital, television radio, or telephone lastractloa). 

Csrreat expeaditares for sannort serr icas laclsd? stadeat sapport services 
(atteadaace, galdaace, health, speech, psyctoiogicsl); staff sapport services 
(improvemeat of lastractloa, edacatioaal media); geaeral admlalstratloa (board of 
edacatioa, ceatral office); school administration (prlaclpal); baslaess (fiscal services, 
parchaslag, warehoasiag, printing); operatloa aad malateaaace of plant; stadeat 
traasportatloa services (excladlag expeaditares made to traasport stadeats at pablic 
expense); ceatral expeaditares (research, laformatloa services, data processing); aad 
other sapport services (mlscellaaeoas). 

Carreat expeaditares for aoalantragtioaal sarvleas laclade food services operations 
aad other aaxlllary eaterprise operatloas (bookstore, laterscholastlc athletics). 

Raiiaatfr Peveaaes from local soarces laclade taxes levied or assessed by aa LEA; 
revcaae from local goverameat to the LEA; taltloa received; traasportatloa fees; 
earalags oa lavestmeats from LEA holdlags; aet reveaaes from food services (gross 
receipts leu gross expeaditares); aet reveaaes from stadeat activities (gross 
receipts less gross expeaditares); aad other reveaaes (textbook sales, donations, 
property rentals). 

Keveaaes from latermedlate (coaaty salts, or ageacles below State level bat composed 
of several local aalts), State, aad Federal soarces laclade restricted aad aarestricted 
grants-la-aid; reveaae la Ilea of taxes; aad reveaaes from the State which are received 
directly by the local school district (sach as teachers 9 retiremeat payments, or State 
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Mock grist faads for coapeasatory edacatioa par poses) rather than through the State 
Edacatioa Ageacy. Excluded are proceeds froa boad tales; cash received from the sale of 
assets; other aoareveaae receipts (gifts); latergoveraaeate! traasfer. aaioag LEAs; and 
reveaaes froa coaaaalty services. 

AailB »i**adaace is defiaed as atteadaace deteraiaed iv accordance with State 
law. However, la the abseace of State law, the Center def iaes average daily atteadaace 
as the aggregate days of atteadaace of a glvea school dariag a givea reportiag period, 
divided by the aaaber of days la sessloa dariag this period. 

Stadeat aaahnmhtp is the aadapllcated coaat of stadeats oa the roll of the school 
or LEA, takea oa the school day closest to October 1; stadeats who withdrew frost school 
have beea reaoved f roa the coaat.
